Huge Super-Ship Dodges 
Nazi Subs For Safe Haven

NEW YORK, \U) — The British 
Superliner, Queen Elizabeth, largest 
ship ever built, raced safe and 
sound into the port of 
today, winning her gamble with 
German submarines after a secret 
maiden voyage from England with- 
out fanfare or passengers. 

The 85,000 ton ship, was painted a 
drab wartime gray in contrast to 
the gay colors that would 
adorned her in peacetime.

The voyage of the $28,500,000 ship 
was made under war time condi- 
tions.
